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BETTER TRADE REPORTED. 





_Manufacturers Are Busy, and Western Milis Particularly 


Are Crowded with Orders—Jobbers Are 
Doing a Fair Business. 


Business in the New York market showed considerable 
improvement the fore part of the week on account of the 
stimulating effect of two whole days of sunshine. But 
the rain of yesterday put a damper on the upward move- 
ment of trade, with the result that things are again in 
statu quo, with prices and demand about as they have 
been. The short period of good weather has, however, 
started buying. Its effect on general retail business, espe- 
cially that done by the big department stores, was simply 
magical. If the pleasant weather could be relied upon 
for the months of May and June the local paper trade is 
confident that a very large volume of business would be 
transacted. Manilas still lead the procession in respect 
to demand and the firmness of quotations. This is par- 
ticularly true of the better grades of papers. The cheaper 
ones, like the No. 2 wood manilas, are not holding a 
very good position. This week prompt deliveries are 
the order, as the various difficulties due to high water and 
washouts no longer stand in the way. All the mill agents 
report that they are sold ahead for at least a number of 
weeks. From the smaller Western news mills word has 
come recently that they needed orders, and that they 
would make some concessions to obtain business. This 
weakness, as far as could be learned, amounted to the fact 
that they would fill very small orders in their territory ona 
basis of 2.30 cents delivered. The Eastern mills still hold to 
something near 24% cents. The demand is not active, how- 
ever, and consequently this figure is not so firm as it 
might be. The writing and book mills are busy, so 
their representatives say. It is reported, though, that 
there are indications this week that some of the writing 
mills are a littke more eager for orders than for a num- 
ber oi weeks past. With the jobbers there has been some 
slight improvement in the sale of book and writings 
within the past seven days. They all admit, however, 
that trade is not as good as it should be. The mill men 
on the other hand, as a general rule, report that they 
“cannot complain.”

Paper manufacturing in Holyoke has been complicated 
the past week by the antics of the Connecticut River, 
which has been so high that it has hindered the mills on 
the third level from availing themselves of the full water 
power.

The river has now 
fallen so that the mills can use the water power to bet- 
ter advantage. In part steam has been employed when 
the water was high, but some mills have steam for only 
part of their plant. 

The Whiting Paper Company is busy arranging for its 
new mill at North Wilbraham. I saw Hon. William 
Whiting, of the company, this morning, and he said that 
they were figuring on a different plan for the enlargement 
than at first. They are now considering extending the 
mill to the east and moving the finishing room now in the 
extreme eastern end of the mill into the new part. This 
has not been fully decided upon, and it will be some time 
before the details are ready for publication. Caspar Ran 
gor, of Holyoke, is drawing the plans.

Since the 
dawn of the long hidden sun men are in better mood to 
do business, and quite a number of good orders have been 
placed within the past few days. Store trade is very fair, 
made up as it is of small orders from numerous sources. 
High grade coated papers are in very good demand, and 
dealers are complaining because the coating mills don’t 
fill orders quick enough, some of them being two and three 
weeks behind in delivery. Curtailed production and slow 
delivery seems to have been the features of the market for 
the past week or two owing to the extra supply of water. 
Concerning prices there is no change on any line of paper, 
although the market seems firmer and manufacturers are 
more hopeful. A city manufacturer of high grade rope 
manilas has withdrawn all quotations, and proposes to ad- 
vance prices in keeping with the advance in raw materials. 
An advance in price on book and manilas would put new 
life into business.

Orders Fairly Numerous in Philadelphia.

AppLeton, Wis., April 29, 1901.—During the past week 
or two there has been a very material improvement in the 
demand for papers of all grades. The tendency toward 
betterment which has been apparent for a number of 
weeks past has been referred to previously, but within the 
past two weeks an especial inspiration has been discerni- 
ble in the market, and as a result practically all the mills 
are behind their orders from two to four weeks. This 
recent improvement applies more particularly to the lower 
grades of papers, as flat papers had previously been very 
actively in request. One large manufacturer told me he 
had been compelled to turn down a large amount of de- 
sirable business during the last week on account of in- 
ability to make the product. Prices do not show any 
material change, but less annoyance is caused from spo- 
radic price cutting, which is the bane of business that is 
conducted in a businesslike way. Fox River. 





Impreving Trade in the Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 29, 1901.—General trade showed an 
increase of I per cent. over the corresponding period of 
the previous year. In the paper trade business has been 
rather erratic the past week, the drop in soda pulp some 
time ago having somewhat disorganized the trade. If there 
was a temporary decline in prices, or at least a noticeable 
weakness in quotations for a time, it was due entirely to 
the state of the soda market. However, since the price 
of the pulp has been advancing, the market has materially 
improved and the outlook at present is especially bright. 

The advance in the straw paper market made in this im- 
mediate district has been a great help te the trade. The 
advance has not been a marked one—only 5 cents per hun- 
dred—yet it indicates a move in the right direction. The 
straw paper market has been stationary for many months, 
and while many threats were made to advance, the makers 
invariably held back. Now the less timid propose ta ad- 
vance until they are satisfied that some profit will be made. 
For an indefinite time some of the Central’Western straw 
paper men have had dissensions, which were detrimental to 
their own interests, and rather than submit to certain things 
they have carried on a warfare which resulted in heavy 
losses. The trade is gradually recovering from this geck- 
less and unwarranted proceeding. M.:V. 





Logging in Maine.

BRITISH PAPER MARKET. 


fhe Depressed Condition Continues—Mills Reported in 
Trouble—Hand Made Trade Differences— 
Glossop Technical Schooi. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Lonvon, April 19, 1901.—The paper market here con- 
tinues in a depressed condition, and it is reported that two 
mills are in financial trouble. 

The Bury Amalgamated Trades Council has been dis- 
cussing the question of foreign paper in this market, and 
in a resolution offers the opinion that the use by newspaper 
proprietors and printers generally of British paper would 
be “the means of stopping the stagnation now existing in 
the paper trade.” It was pointed out at the meeting that 
several paper making machines in the Manchester district 
were stopped, and that paper mill workers were out of em- 
ployment. The secretary was requested to solicit the as 
sistance of the Lancashire Federation of Trade Councils 
on the question. The official returns show that the pe 
centage of unemployed union members at the end oi 
March was 3.1, compared with 2.2 per cent. a year ago. 

The troubles between the hand made paper makers and 
their employers have not been settled. Hopes are expressed 
that some arrangement may be made, for if there occurs a 
strike and a consequent interruption of mill operations 
users of hand made papers may be induced to use ma 
chine made product, and, having once made this change 
may be very unwilling to return to the vatman’s output. 

The deeds of the handsome new technical school, erecte: 
at a cost of several thousand pounds by Lord Howard, of 
Glossop, were on the 1oth inst. presented by his lordship to 
the Corporation of the Borough. Efforts were made to 
mark the event by a public demonstration, but his lordship, 
recognizing the period of court mourning, declined, and the 
proceedings were purely formal. The new technical schoo! 
is one of the finest buildings in the borough, and is lighted 
throughout by electricity. His lordship’s gift is enhanced 
by the granting by the County Council of £600 toward fur- 
nishing, &c. The school is finely equipped for all the re- 
quirements of advanced study in science, art and tech- 
nology. 

The drop in prices in mechanical pulp does not seem to 
stimulate buying and the market is very dull. The de 
mand for chemical pulp is quiet and prices are weak, 
bleached sulphite being quoted at £12 and unbleached at

The Black River Near Danger Mark—Big Flood at Sau- 
quoit—Damage Done— Wisconsin Streams 
Falling.

Watertown, N. Y., April 30. 1901.—The water in Black 
River has been a few inches below danger mark for the 
last three weeks. There has as yet been but little damage 
done to the manufacturing interests, although there was 
from 3 to 5 feet of snow in the woods when spring opened. 
A few of the paper mills have shut down for a day or 
two, but the majority have been run on full time, the pulp 
mills especially have been running full blast and a great 
quantity of pulp is fast accumulating throughout the Black 
River valley. Unless heavy rains set in no damage is ex- 
pected from high water. Under the present conditions a 
goodly supply of water will be available for some time to 
come.

Big Flood at Sauquoit. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Saugquort, N. Y., April 29, 1901.—Last Thursday night 
about 8:30 o’clock the large dam at what is known as the 
Upper Paper Mill, situated about midway between this vil- 
lage and Clayville, gave way, carrying with it about 4o feet 
of the dam and bulkhead. The home of Edward Smith 
and George Bullock, which is mear and just below the dam, 
was soon surrounded by a rushing flood that drove 
the families to the upper chambers. It seemed for 
a time as though the houses would be swept from their 
foundations, which would mean death to the occupants, but 
the houses stood the test. The barn belonging to Mr. Smith 
was carried away with its contents. The horse owned by 
Mr, Smith, which was in the barn, was drowned, and a 
wagon and cutter were carried some distance and nearly 
ruined. Large trees in the track of the flood were also car- 
ried away. 

The roaring of the great flood was heard in this village. 
Soon the water reached the village, rushing down on Mould 





Brothers’ mill dam,-surrounded the block owned by J. E. 
Green and all the buildings in the lower part of the village. 
At one time the water was at least 4 feet deep in the street. 
The dam at the Moulds’ mill stood the strain which was 
put upon it and only slight damage was done to the dam. 
The lumber and wood yard did not fare so well, as the 
street is filled with timbers and lumber. The iron bridge 
across Sauquoit Creek at the Upper Paper Mill was carried 
away and is a complete loss. 





Wisconsin Streams Falling. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

APPLETON, Wis., April 29, 1901—While the water in 
the Fox River is still at its highest stage, the tendency 
is rather toward a subsidence than an increase. The 
streams entering Lake Winnebago are slowly falling, and 
several of the sluices in the dams at Neenah and Menasha 
have been closed. About half the sluices are still open, 
but the effort will be made to maintain the water at the 
present level as long as possible, and additional sluices 
will be closed from time to time as required. 

All the water that has been filling the streams this 
spring has come from the melting snow and the release 
of the water with which the ground was saturated last 
fall. There has been no rain of any consequence this 
season, and while the weather for the past week or ten 
days has been warm and pleasant, vegetation has not 
started at all on account of lack of the usual spring rains. 
The situation is rapidly becoming serious, as forest fires 
are being reported from the northern part of the State. 
The Kimberly & Clark Company late last week had news 
that a large logging camp with several million feet of 
timber, located a mile and a half down the river from its 
Niagara mill, had been destroyed by fire,:and other fires 
are being heard of, though no others in such close prox- 
imity to paper mills. Fox RIver.

Potspam, N. Y., April 30, 1901.—The log drives along 
the Racquette River Valley are already in the creeks and 
small streams. The Racquette River Paper Company has 
cleaned every stick of timber out of its yard this year, and 
is now working up the logs as fast as they come down the 
river.

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TRADE NEWS FROM FULTON. 


A Bridge Gives Way—Fatal Accident in a Paper Mill— 
High Water—Business Generally Satis- 
factory—Personals, 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futton, N. Y., April 29, 1901.—The canal bridge just 
above the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company’s plant 
gave way last Thursday afternoon and fell into the ¢anal. 
Charles Rills, with a team of horses, was drawing a heavy 
pulp stone across the bridge at the time. Driver, team, 
wagon and stone were precipitated into the water. Rills 
was only slightly injured. The horses were gotten out ap- 
parently uninjured. The grindstone, which weighed about 
3 tons, was broken. 

An accident occurred at the Oswego Falls Pulp and Pa- 
per Company’s plant Saturday evening, in which Wallace 
Wood, employed in the pulp mill, was instantly killed. 
Wood was operating a wet machine, and is supposed to 
have reached down under the table to remove particles of 
pulp from the felt. In some way his hand was caught and 
his whole body dragged between the rolls of the machine. 
His skull was fractured and his arm and hand crushed, 
but there was nothing about any other part of the body to 
indicate his fearful death. The space between the rolls 
through which Wood passed was just 6 inches. 

The water in the Oswego River is now very high, even 
for this season of the year, and the flow is apparently in- 
creasing. All of the mills are enjoying plenty of power 
and have not experienced great trouble from back water, 
except in the case of the mills at Phoenix. At this point 
the fall is so low that the high water materially cuts down 
the power, and the paper manufacturers employ steam to 
assist the water wheels. The Sweet Brothers Paper Manu- 
facturing Company was obliged to shut down for a few 
days, and improved the opportunity by thoroughly over- 
hauling its paper machines. 

Nearly all of the mills report the volume of business 
generally satisfactory, with prices not so satisfactory. The 
Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company is running 45 to 
48 tons per day of news, hanging and chip board. 

J. H. Hollingsworth, superintendent of the Oswego Falls 
Pulp and Paper Company, has just returned to his duties 





after an illness of two weeks. His health has been poor 
since he received an injury in a wreck on the New York 
Central some months ago. About two weeks ago he was 
suddenly taken ill at the mill, and has been confined to 
his house until last week, when he went to Buffalo to con- 
sult his old family physician. 

Chas. Turner now has charge of the five-cylinder paper 
machine at the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company, 
and looks after all matters pertaining to the board depart- 
ment of the plant. F. B.

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ROPE PAPER ADVANCED.

Some Causes That Led to Its Decision to Go Out of 
Business—The Mills That Were Connected 
with it. 


The National Pulp Board Company, whose dissolution 
was announced in THe Paper TrapE JouRNAL last week, 
formally ended its existence yesterday. The old offices of 
the company in the Times Building are now “to let.” So, 
after an honorable and useful career of six years, this well- 
known trade organization has passed away. Still it must 
not be concluded that the wood board men have become 
weary of working together for the common good. Quite 
the contrary is the fact, as all except two of the mills re- 
cently included in the National have either joined the Pa- 
per Box Board Manufacturers’ Association or have taken 
part in the meetings of that organization. The two com- 
panies that have not done so are the Androscoggin Pulp 
Company, of Brunswick, Me., and the Somerset and Ken- 
nebec Company, of Fairfield, Me. It is hoped that these 
two will also join the association in the near future. As 
is well known in the trade, the National Pulp Board Com- 
pany was somewhat weakened at the time of the organiza- 
tion of the National Board and Paper Company, which took 
over the McEwan patent and also included within itself 
all the mills holding a license to make boards under the 
McEwan patent. After this defection a number of things 
conspired to render it more difficult for the wood board 
men to control the market as they did formerly. 

Although the National Pulp Board Company was or- 
ganized six years ago with only fourteen mills, still it was 
not long before its list of mills numbered twenty-two.

ForREIGN NOTEs. 


In 1899 Japan imported paper to the value of 1,934,000 
yen, and in 1900 to the value of 4,445,000 yen, according to 
the returns of the Japanese Department of Finance. 


The paper machine exhibited by H. Fullner at the late 
Paris Exposition was sold to the Papeteries de 1’Escant, 
Gentbrugge, France, and has been at work there since 
February 28, giving entire satisfaction. 


The death is announced of Albert Ungerer, which oc- 
curred at Passau, in Bavaria, in his seventy-second year. 
He paid particular attention to the production of soda 
wood pulp, and introduced a process which he patented. 


Dividends have been paid by German paper trade estab- 
lishments as follows: Altdamm Stahlhammer Holzstoff 
und Papier-Industrie Aktiengesellschaft, 4 per cent.; Mun- 
chen Dachauer Actien Gessellschaft fiir Machinenpapier 
Fabrication, 18 per cent. 

Many of the German newspapers, in reference to the 
agitation for the abolition of the paper duty, contend as 
long as the duty exists the prices of news will be kept up 
and the importation of cheap papers from Scandinavia, 
America and Austria made impossible. Paper makers do 
not believe that the duty will be lowered. 

The production of printing paper in Germany greatly in- 
creased last year, the quantity being 155,150,000 kilos., com- 
pared with 151,400,000 kilos. in 1899. With the extensions 
going on and the building of new mills it is expected that 
the production in 1902 will amount to 200,000,000 kilos. 
Manufacturers of printing papers in Germany belong to an 
association, and in regulating prices it is not expected that 
the increased production will have any fluctuating effect 
upon the market. 


The Austrian consul at Alexandria, Egypt, reports that 
the consumption of printing and writing paper increases 
from year to year. Though Austria still takes the first 
place, the importations from Italy, Germany, France and 
Great Britain are gaining importance. Printing paper 
comes principally from Austria, Germany and Italy, in 
bales of from 2 to 2% cwts., containing from 10 to 12 
reams of 500 sheets each. Principal sizes are 50 by 65 and 
58 by 80 centimeters ; the demand is for glazed as well as un- 
glazed.

Little Stock on Hand at Present—The Export Trade Being 
Considered by a Committee—Recent Additional 
Product on the Market. 





One of the regular monthly meetings of the American 
Sulphite Manufacturers’ Association was held on Wednes- 
day of last week at the Manhattan Hotel, New York. In 
the absence of James Conley, who was on his way home 
from a Western trip, James Rogers, of the J. & J. Rogers 


_ Company, of Ausable Forks, N. Y., acted as secretary. 


The meeting was largely attended and was long, continu- 
ing until 6 o’clock in the evening. According to the re- 
ports made, there was practically no supply of sulphite on 
hand at the mills. An improved demand and a somewhat 
curtailed production due to the freshets contributed to 
bring about this result. 

After attending to routine business and the voting of 
an assessment of $2 per member to meet expenses, the man- 
ufacturers settled down to a discussion of how to build up 
an export trade. On this question there were two opinions, 
one to the effect that each mill should look after its own 
export trade individually, and the other that better results 
could be obtained by one or two concerns acting as selling 
agencies. Since a decision could not be reached at the 
meeting the question was left to the committee on export. 
This committee consequently met on Thursday morning at 
the office of F. Bertuch & Co., in the Temple Court Build- 
ing. The following gentlemen were present: Russell A. 
Alger, Jr., of the Laurentide Pulp Company, Limited, 
Grand Mere, Que.; C. Riordon, of the Riordon Paper Mills, 
Limited, Merritton, Ont.; M. F. Mooney, of the St. John 
Sulphite Pulp Company, Limited, Mispec, N. B.; W. A. Cas- 
tle, of Castle & Gottheil, selling agents of the St. John 
Company, and Frederick Bertuch, of F. Bertuch & Co., 
New York. As no definite conclusion was reached at this 
meeting other sessions of the committee are to be held. 

While all the sulphite manufacturers report that the 
market is just now in very good shape, still they argue that 
with the increased production of sulphite in this country 
within the past year and a half some effort must be made 
to find a market abroad, which is to be used only in case 
of necessity. That such necessity will arise in the near 
future is the fear of a few of the men well acquainted with

Imports and Exports. 

Our export trade in paper and pulp continues to progress. 
In March, 1901, we imported paper to the value of $289,- 
404, and exported it to the value of $653,350, leaving a 
trade balance of $363,886 in our favor on the month's 
business. In the nine months ended March 31, 1901, our 
import of paper aggregated $2,954,192, and our export 
$5,505,385, giving us on the nine months’ business a bal- 
ance of $2,611,193 in our favor. It is also to be consid- 
sidered that whereas in the nine months ended March 31, 
1900, we exported paper to the value of $4,385,461, in the 
nine months ended March 31, 1901, we increased that ac- 
count to $5,565,385, a gain of $1,179,924, so that consider- 
ing the subject in any light we are forging ahead in placing 
our product in the hands of foreign buyers. 

In the pulp department we have strengthened our posi- 
tion as seilers. It was pointed out in these columns some 
time ago that we had begun to reduce our purchases of 
foreign pulp and to increase our sales of the home made 
articie abroad. -For instance, in March, 1900, we imported 
pulp to the value of $285,144, and in March, 1go1, to the 
value of $120,505. 
1900, our import of pulp was valued at $1,884,616, whereas

in the nine months ended March 31, 1901, it was valued at 
$1,191,240. On the export side of the question, however, 
a greater change appears. In March, 1900, our export of 
pulp was valued at $13,669; in March, igo1, it had risen to 
$76,846. In the nine months ended March 31, 1900, it was 
valued at $293,443; in the nine months ended March 31, 
1901, it was valued at $836,648.

The Situation in Canada. 

Some time ago the paper makers of Canada formed 
an association—a combination, some people would call it— 
and agreed on the prices that should be charged for mill 
output. The Canadian pubiishers objected to this mode 
of procedure, and having an association of their own— 
a combination, some people would call it—they proceeded 
to put their objections in effective form. 

It appears that in the Canadian customs act, passed in 
1897, there is a clause, by the terms of which, on a charge 
being made that manufacturers have combined to en- 
hance prices, the Government can order an investigation. 
Ii the charges are proven, then the Government can, if 
it so desires, change the tariff on the merchandise pro- 
duced by the manufacturers in question. 

The Canadian publishers first passed resolutions in 
their association, but finding that course ineffective, they 
appointed a delegation to wait on the Government and

to investigate the alleged wrongs and has appointed a 
judge of the Superior Court of Quebec to hear the case. 
It is a publishers’ association against a paper makers’ 
association, and at the present writing the former is a 
bit in the lead. However, the end is not yet, and there 
will probably be some interesting events:in the near 
future, the more especially as this is the first investiga- 


tion held under the law in question. 


A Board Combination. 

At present the trade atmosphere is surcharged with 
rumors of combinations, and there is scarcely a division 
of the industry that is not slated as a field of the pro- 
motor. 

The board men are at it somewhat enthusiastically, 
and there is a general feeling that in some way the out- 
come will be a national body, comprising within itself 
all the leading factors in the board trade. 

Engaged in the preliminary work are two gentlemen 
whose headquarters are at the Waldorf-Astoria. They 
are asking manufacturers two questions. The first is: 
“What will you take for your mill?” and the second, 
“How do you want to be paid, in cash, or bonds and 
stock?” The promotors say that if they can agree with 
the owners on the question of valuation, then it makes no 
difference to them whether the pay is to be in money 
or securities, for there is behind them all the money that 
will be needed. That is good, as far as it goes, but if 


payment is to be made in cash, the valuation will prob- 
ably have to be close to the actual fact, while if securities 
are to be taken, then the valuation will probably not be 
the subject of a searching investigation. As a rule that is 
the way such matters are arranged. 

In connection with our news report of the movements 
in the board market, there is printed an interview with 
a well-known board man, who in discussing a combina- 
tion that shall include both manufacturers and consum- 
ers gives some figures to bear out his argument. To 
say the least the figures are interesting, and they are not 
less so because, after pumping plenty of water into the 
scheme, and then having it pay 20 per cent., he says: 
“Well, 20 per cent. profit on a capitalization which is 
twice what it should be is not half bad.” That Hiber- 
nianism is certainly delicious, without regard to whether 
the facts bear out the statement. 

That the board business needs a stimulant, or rather a 


tonic, is admitted by all. Whether the combination pro- 
jected or any combination is the proper medicine, time 


alone will determine. 


At the last monthly meeting of the Bury (England) 
Amalgamated Trades Council, a resolution was adopted 
to the effect that if newspaper publishers and printers gen- 
erally would purchase more home made and less foreign 
paper, it would be “the means of stopping the stagnation 
in the paper market.” 

If a resolution, even as curiously phrased as the one in 
question, could accomplish its purpose, foreign made paper 
would be promptly banished from Great Britain, and then 
perhaps the home market would show signs of activity 
But “resoluting” seldom produces a demand for merchan- 
dise. 


A large Maine book mill that will begin operations this 
summer has decided to work its help on the three “tour” 
system, there being three shifts of men on the machines. 
This is the system ior which the men have long con 
tended, but which up to date has not been generally 
adopted. In fact, so far as we now recall, it is only 
practiced in one mill, and that, too, is a book mill in 
Maine, long established and of wide reputation. The re- 
sults will be watched and noted with much interest by all 
manuiacturers. 

“The paper trust, which is to say the pulping mills, 
robbed the newspaper publishers of the country of some 
$4,000,coo last year, and is now sharpening its wits for a 
bout with the coffin trust.” This is the way it strikes the 
Fort Worth (Tex.) Mail and Telegram. You never can 
tell just where the editor of a daily newspaper will break 
out nowadays.

The leading buyers 
were Australia, $24.040; London, $12,047, and New Zea- 
land, $10,846.

A Decision in an Old Case. 


In June, 1900, P. H. Gillin, of Bangor, and Charles J. 
Dunn, of Orono, plaintiffs as assignees of the Bangor 
Pulp and Paper Company, took the case of themselves 
against Lemuel R. Howe before the United States .Cir- 
cuit Court in Boston, over which Judge Putnam presided.

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OHIO’S CANAL TRANSPORTATION. 


The Miami and Erie Company Increases Its Capital Stock 
from $10,000 to $3,000,000—What the State 
Has Done for Its Canals. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 29, 1901.—The Miami and Erie 
Canal Transportation Company this week attested its 
earnestness in the new enterprise and surprised many 
tradesmen by certifying to the Secretary of State an in- 
crease of capital from $10,000 to $3,000,000, a stupendous 
addition, which is only the beginning of extended opera- 
tions in connecting Toledo and Cincinnati, though the 
latter city and Dayton will first be connected. Work is 
expected to begin this week. It is an important step and 
means almost as much for this territory as did the build- 
ing of the old mule canal, which developed this section 
of the country more than a half century ago. 

That the State of Ohio is endeavoring to maintain its 
canal systems, even at a heavy loss, is reflected by the 
annual report just at hand. The expenditures for im- 
provements exceeded the receipts by $75,000. The Miami 
and Erie had the largest receipts, $61,896.70, and it is 
thought by the building of the electric canal system, the 
State as well as the users of the canal will be the bene- 
ficiaries. In addition to receipts from the Miami and 
Erie, the Ohio Canal made about $25,000. Added to this 
the cash on hand and an appropriation of about $125,000 
by the State, it gave the canal systems of Ohio a total 
income of $220,381.23, of which $181,232.28 was spent dur 
ing the year in improvements. M. V. 


Union Machinists and Their Employers. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., April 29, 1901.—Over a year ago the 
union machinists presented through committees to the 
managers of their respective shops copies of a general 
agreement which the employers were requested to sign by 
May 20, and to inform the men of what they would do in 
the matter by May 1. These committees waited upon their 
employers on April 2, asking them to give the matter their 


serious attention. The agreements provided for a nine 
hour working day after May 20 at the same wages now 
paid for ten hours. 

The first development of this move by the union men 
came a few days ago, when the Harmon Machine Com- 
pany, through A. H. Lefebvre, its manager, made a proposi- 
tion to its machinists that they should sign an agreement 
to work the rest of the year at the prevailing wages. The 
company was willing to institute the nine hour day if the 
other shops decided to do’so, but it must be at nine hour 
wages. The result is fresh in the public mind. The union 
men stood by their organization, and in order to lend the 
movement their moral support decided not to sign the 
proposed agreement. They were released, and the shop is 
running at about half its capacity. The company has not 
filled their places with non-union men, nor will it do so. 

This movement is of the most general character. It is 
instituted by the International Machinists’ Union, which is 
strongly established in the United States and Canada and is 
well intrenched in Mexico. 

A conference of local employers in regard to the 
union’s proposition occurred last week at the office of the 
Bagley & Sewall Company. There were present at this 
meeting George A. Bagley, president of the Bagley & 
Sewall Company; J. B. Wise, C. N. Sherman, of the 
Brownville Iron Works; Superintendent W. H. ‘Pollard, 
of the New York Air Brake Company; S. F. Bagg, lessee 
of the Watertown Steam Engine Works, and C. D. Pal- 
miter, superintendent; George A. Lance and A. H. Le- 
febvre, of the Harmon Machine Company. It was unani- 
mously voted not to accede to the demand for a nine hour 
day with ten hour wages. The men are to be notified of 
this before May rt. 

Some leading members of the machinists’ uniqn were sent 
last evening and asked the probable outcome of this de- 
cision as far as the union is concerned. They replied that 
the union’s action was subject to the direction of the 
international body. As soon as the men are officially 
notified of their employers’ decision the union will report 
the situation at headquarters. They expect to continue 
work until May 20 unless interrupted by the employers 
themselves, which is not probable. Their action after that 
date will depend upon instructions from headquarters,

Dear Sir—We have your favor of the 11th inst., and in reply would say what you 
have heard in regard to our experience with Roller Bearings is substantially true. Our

When 
the mill was started up with the new bearings, we ran them with a 1” belt and produced 
as much work per hour as we did with our two belts under the previous conditions which 
we have named. Besides, they could be run ten hours per day without any perceptible 
heating. 

We concluded afterward, however, to put on a 2” belt, and also to speed our mill up 
to 45’ per minute (instead of 15’), where it is now running. This mill has done excellent 
service. and, so far as we can see, is as good a» the day it was put in. 

We hgve many times been asked what we considered the life of the Roller Bearing 
would be under the conditions we are using them. We, of course, could give no answer 
to this beyond the fact that they have now run over two years and done good service. 

About one year ago last August we bought a new mill, 8”x12”, of Mr. Mossberg, 
fitted it up the same way, which is doing equally as good service and is perfectly satisfac 
tory up to date. :

Production of Watermarks—An Invention for Producing 
Them in Colors - Baling Press—Cardboard 
or Pasteboard Box. 


Rudolf Affeltranger, of Zurich, and Ludwig Zweifel, of 
Nettstall, Switzerland, have been granted United States 
patent No. 672,582 on an improved method for the produc- 
tion of watermarks. The improved apparatus is herewith 
illustrated 

An endless making wire m is led around rollers a and 
passes over three suction boxes 6 ¢ d. Over the central 
suction box c there is arranged a printing roller e, which 
is provided on its periphery with a design composed of let- 
ters, patterns or the like. The design may be made on a 
suitable material—such, for example, as wood, metal or 
caoutchouc. A color roller f dips into a color trough g. 
Setween the color roller and the printing roller there runs 
a distributing roller v, which touches both and is adapted 
to take the color from the color roller and to apply it uni- 
Above the suction box d 
At one 


end there is arranged over the wire m a stuff feeder i, and 


formly to the printing roller e. 


there is a pipe /1, which is provided with an outlet 


below the wire there are provided supporting tube rolls k, 
which prevent the wire from sagging.

The operation of the apparatus just described is as fol- 
lows: The paper pulp o passes from the stuff feeder i to 
the making wire m, moves with the same over the support- 
ing tube roll k, passes onto the suction boxes b c d, and is 
sucked thereby.

The fact is that shipments of paper to the New 
York market during the past two weeks have been compar- 
atively light. This curtailment of the supply is going to be 
important in the record of sales for April. Still the bad 
weather of that month and the two freshets have strength- 
ened quotations even if they have not advanced them. Ow- 
ing to non-delivery from the mills Manilas are firmer. 
Stocks on hand with the jobbers are light, and in conse- 
quence subsiitutions have had to be made on a few grades 
in order to keep customers supplied. No. 1 Manilas are 
more scarce than the other grades. The No. 2’s have not 
gained much strengti as yet. From all accounts it would 
seem as if Book, News and Writings were not affected 
by the flood as much as Manilas, still there has been in the 
aggregate considerable curtailment of production on those 
grades also. But the effect of this has not as yet been 
felt. However, the numerous washouts on railroads have 
delayed deliveries on the grades mentioned with the result 
that buyers are a little less independent. Quotations on 
all grades remain about the same. There is a firmer tone 
to the market, however, as the feeling is strong that de- 
mand will be active during May and June. The Board 
market is reported rather inactive, and there are rumors 
that some concessions are being made here and there on big 
orders from the last price lists. The demand for Tissues is 
none too good. As yet, however, quotations have not 
reached the old level, particularly on the finest grades. For 
many reasons the Bag trade is disturbed. Building papers 
are now in better demand owing to the improvement in the

A Folding Box Case. 

Avpany, N. Y., April 30, 1901.—A decision sustaining 
the Supreme Court judgment in the action of the Roches- 
ter (N. Y.) Folding Box Company against George W. 
Browne, Arthur B. Cowles and Thomas R. Levis_ has 
been handed down by the Court of Appeals. 

The action was originally brought in Special Term to 
establish rights to certain inventions of Browne and 
Cowles, to secure the assignment of such inventions to the 
plaintiffs and to compel an accounting of all profits pre- 
viously realized by the defendants out of the inventions. 

The defendants organized the Rochester Folding Box 
Company, a lithographing and printing company and box 
factory. For this they were to receive $60,000 in paid up 
stock, They were to sell to the corporation the box busi- 
ness purchased from the Rochester Printing Company, 
as well as the letters of patent, issued in May, 1895, to 
Cowles and Levis, on paper box machines. 

By agreement the defendants were also to enter the 
employ of the company, which they did, assuming almost 
entire control After this Cowles pro- 
ceeded with his inventions, the corporation being_ taxed 
the fees attendant to the taking out of patents. 

The plaintiffs claimed thatethe proceeds of these inven- 
tions should go to the corporation. The courts hold like- 
wise.
